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BREED TYPE OF HOLSTEIN- 
FRIESIANS 


By R. S. Stevenson, Ancaster 


. It is wth a good deal of dMfidence 

that I start to talk to this audience 
on the Holstein-Friesian Cow, because 
I see a good many Holstein-Friesian 
breeders present who are a great deal 
better able to talk on it.than I am. 
But the honor has fallen on my 
shoulders and I will do the best I 
can. We have here two cows; in one 
we have a typical Holstein-Friesian. 
There are some points about this 
other one which are better, but on 
the whole this one is the more typical. 
Larger specimens of the different 
breeds are usually the most economical 
and best producers. Our cattle will 
get small enough and we like a good 
sized cow. They run from 1,100 to 
1,300 pounds; I do not care how 
large they are as long as they are 
not coarse. This is a large cow, and 


she has got what we like to see in the 
Holstein-Friesian. She has width, 
and she is comparatively thin in the 
shoulder, and we are looking for that 
in all our dairy cattle. Occasionally 
you get cows of the beef type that are 
good milkers for a short time, but 
they are not persistent milkers, and 
the cow we want is the persistent 
milker. We have found it wise to let 
our cow have a rest of from two to 
two and a half months. We get more 
milk, and we also get a much more 
vigorous calf, and that is an important 
thing, especially if you are breeding 
pure-bread cattle. It will never pay 
you to raise a weak calf. We want 
a different head in the Holstein- 
Friesian to the Ayrshire. We want 
the head fairly long and not quite 
as wide as the Ayrshire. If it is 
dished it is better. We want a long 
head and broad muzzle. A _ broad 


muzzle indicates a good feeder, and: 


that is a most important matter. I 
do not care what you keep your cat- 
tle for; you have got to have a good 
feeder, and the more feed you get 
them to consume and digest the more 
money you can get out of them. 

We want a large nostril, because 
that indicates good lung power. We 
want a fine horn; I think all dairy 
cattle should have fine horns, and 
sloping downwards if possible. A 
Holstein-Friesian should have a long, 
thin neck. A thick neck is an objec- 
tionable feature in dairy cattle. My 
experience is that it shows a cow is 
not a persistent milker. It shows a 
tendency to lay on beef. We want a 
shoulder nice and wedged shape, but 
not too fine; we want them to have 
great depth in front, but not sag- 
ging too much at the brisket—that is 
an objection. If there is an animal 
in the world that wants a good con- 
stitution it is a dairy cow. A cow 
that has not a good constitution 
cannot stand it very long. We have 
got to keep a good constitution in our 
cattle. A cow that has not a good 
constitution may be a fair producer 
for some time. but when you come to 
breed from that cow you don’t get 
results. Cattle have deteriorated ‘in 
this country because breeders have 
not kept up the constitution. We 
must not lose sight of the fact that we 


ought to keep up the constitution. If 
we do not, where are our heifers 
going to come in? The constitution 
is indicated by the appearance of ‘the 
cattle, by depth in front. We do 
not want the ribs springing the same 
as in a beef cattle, not like the Short- 
horn cow. We want. good length in 
the rib, to give them large capacity, 
so that they can handle large quanti- 
ties of cheap food that we grow on 
our farms, and turn into milk. A 
cow with a small abdomen is rarely 
a good producer. We want them 
broad and strong across the hook- 
bones. We must have a good udder, 
You never saw a good producing cow 
that did not have a good udder. A 
cow should have comparatively thin 
quarters; a fleshy quarter is the worst 
indication I know of. As a milk pro- 
ducer I would not buy a cow or a bull 
with a fleshy quarter. 

Now we will come to the udder. In 
Holstein-Friesians we are trying to 
get the udders a good deal like the 
Ayrshires—long. If there is a weak 
point—I do not acknowledge there is, 
but if there is—I think it is the 
shape of the udder. The udder. of 
the Holstein-Friesian cow is too ndr- 
row.. A cow with a pendulous udder 
is continually knocking it from one 
side to the other, and she is apt to in- 
jure it in traveling over rovgh va‘ t- 
ures. There is only one way to have 
clean milk, and that is to keep dirt 
out of it, and one of the best ways to 
keep it out is to have cows with ud- 
ders that are held up. A cow with a 
low, hanging udder, that has the 
habit of standing in the gutter half 
the time, will need to have her ud- 
der washed before you. milk, and if 
you don’t take the trouble to wash 
it every time you will have a eee 
flavored milk. 

The milk veins are important; we 
look for them in all dairy cows. You 
may be misled sometimes in the large 
milk veins, especially in an old cow, 
because they have been made large 
and tortuous simply by the smallness 
of the milk holes or by some o>struc- 
tion in the vein. I place move valve 
on the size of the milk hole at the 
end of the vein. You will occasion- 
ally find a cow that has three large 
milk veins, By that I mean one 
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right in the middle what they call the 
umbilical vein. I have only seen 
three or four cases that have a third 
vein, and they are all remarkable 
cows. There is no doubt that the 
milk veins are a valuable indication, 
but I place more value on the size 
of the milk holes than the size of the 
veins. I like to see a good long milk 
vein. Sometimes they come right up 
to the shoulder blade. 

Another important point is the 
handling of the skin and the quality 
of the animal. You must have cattle 
with good digestion, and the best in- 
dication we have of that in the live 
animal is the condition of the skin 
and the hair. We look for the skin 
of moderate thickness, loose and mel- 
low, that you can take hold of and 
roll up in your hand. It should be 
covered with a coat of ‘soft, silky 
hair. An animal with that kind of 
a covering will be a good feeder, and 
wil] make good use of its food. In 
beef cattle they like to see them w‘th 
a mossy coat of hair, but in dairy cat- 
tle we like to see them covered with a 
soft, silky hair. A gentleman asked 
how could we increase the butter fat 
in the milk, and I will tell you how 
you get it. If you have cows pro- 
ducing milk low in butter fat, go and 
breed to a bull from a cow whose 
milk is high in butter fat, by that 
means you can breed a herd of cows 
that will test high in butter fat. If 
there is one weak point in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle it is perhaps that 
their milk is not rich, but if we breed 
the right way we can have Holstein- 
Friesians that can produce milk high 
in fat contents.

PROFIT MAKING DAIRY 
METHODS. 


Taught by Wisconsin Agricultural 
College, By John Y. Beaty, Agri- 
cultural Editor, University of Wis- 
consin. 

Dairy feeds are high in Wisconsin, 
in fact during the past three years the 
cost of keeping cows has increased 
about $25 each. These figures are 
taken from the records of the dairy 
herd owned by the University of 
Wisconsin. In spite of this immense 
increase in cost of keeping, the herd 
has averaged a net profit of $50 per 
cow. There are several Holsteins-Frie- 
sians in the herd as well as Jerseys, 
Guernseys, Ayshires and Brown 
Swiss. A careful study is being made 
of the importance of better methods 
of feeding dairy cows and as the 
figures show excellent results have 
been secured. 

Wisconsin can well lay claim to the

honor of being the largest dairy state 
in the Union. Half of all the cheese 
factories in the United States are in 
Wisconsin and one-sixth of all the 
creameries are here. There are also 
several condenseris that turn out a 
large production. It is to be expected 
that because of the immense import- 
ance of the dairy. industry, Wisconsin 
should have one of the largest and 
best dairy departments in its agri- 
cultural college. The real value and 
importance of this department is 
shown by the success of the many 
students graduated from it each year. 


A more ‘practical course for dairy- 
men could scarcely be imagined. All 
of the instruction is given by men who 


have attained their success in the 
creamery, cheese factory, or on the 
dairy farm. The students are taught 
butter making, and cheese making in 
a commercial creamery. The College 
buys milk from farmers in the sur- 
rounding territory and the students 
handle it from the time it is received 
until it is sold on the various mar- 
kets. Some experience in retailing 
dairy products is also obtained be- 
cause of the fact that the residents

of Madison appreciate the high qual- 
ity of dairy products from the Uni- 
versity creamery. 

As old Zeke Thompson used to say, 
—“You never know anything until 
you find it out.” Because of this 
principle, new methods of production 
and marketing are being tried out 
at the Wisconsin Agricultural Col- 
lege dairy school all of the time. It 
was only a short time ago that butter- 
milk cheese was put upon the market. 
This product was invented by Prof. J. 
L. Sammis of the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural College. Other improvements 
in cheese making will soon be made 
public. It is a notable fact that five 
out of six of the dairy tests now in 
use have been-orignated here. 

Students who desire to become fac- 
tory operators and do not have time 
to spend four years at the College are 
provided for in a 12 weeks course. 
The requirement for this course is 
that a student must have had at least 
one year’s experience in either a 
cheese factory or a creamery and be- 
fore a certificate is awarded the stu- 
dent must have had charge of a fac- 
tory and must have conducted its oper- 
ations in first class shape. During 
the year that he is operating a fac- 
tory as manager his work is investi- 
gated by representatives of the Col- 
lege and if he does not conduct his 
work the best and most economical 
way, the certificate is not forth- 
coming. This year there are 120 young 


_ men taking the 12 weeks dairy course. 


Butter and cheese scoring by the 
experts of the Agricultural College 
has improved the quality of these pro- 
ducts made in the state. Each month 
men who are anxious to know the ex- 


act quality of their products send ex- 
hibits to the College where they are 
scored by three impartial judges. 
Not only is the official score reported 
to the butter maker or cheese maker 
but definite suggestions for improving 
his products are made. It is possible 
to make these suggestions practical 
because each exhibitor is required to 
report the methods he followed in 
making the product. Several valua- 
ble bulletins on farm dairying and 
factory management have recently 
been published by the Experiment 
Station and may be secured by ad- 
dressing the Agricultural College. 





JACOB H. SCHIFF GIVES CORNELL 
UNIVERSITY $100,000 


One hundred thousand dollars, the 
gift of Jacob H. Schiff, the noted New 
York financier, was the New Year’s 
present of the University, of which 
announcement was made to the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Board of Trus- 
tees last night. The sum is to be 
used for the promotion of studies in. 
German culture. ~ 

Mr. Schiff explains that the gift, 
which was made on his own initia- 
tive, is extended as a tribute to the 
good -work done by Cornell and to the 
board and liberal spirit which ani- 
mates it. This feature of the dona- 
tion is particularly gratifying to the 
authorities and friends of the Uni- 
versity as Mr. Schiff has never had 
any kind of connection with Cornell. 

“The Jacob H. Schiff Endowment 
for the Promotion of Studies in Ger- 
man Culture,” will be the official des- 
ignation of the fund. Except for its 
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assignment to the object named, the, 
gift is without restriction, the Trus- 
tees being free to use the income for 
salaries or for any other purpose com- 
ing within the scope of the endow- 
ment, 

Born in 1847 at Frankfort-on-the 
Main, Mr. Schiff has always taken an 
interest in the study of the German 
language in the United States. He 
emigrated here in 1865 and settled in 
New York. Since that time he has 
risen high in the banking world until 
he is now one of the most important 
members of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and a director in numerous banks 
and railroads, including the National 
City Bank, the Union Pacific, Balti- 
more and Ohio, and Chicago, Burling. 
ton and Quincy Railroads. He is pres- 
ident of the Montefiore Home for 
Chronic Invalids, vice-president and 
trustee of the Baron De Hirsch fund, 
and founder of the Jewish Theologi- 
cal Seminary, the Semitic Museum of 
Harvard, and the Nurses Settlement 
of New York. He is a member of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, the American Geographical So- 
ciety, and the American Fine Arts 
Society.—Cornell Daily Sun.

- A sum of nearly $300,000 was re- 
cently ‘bequeathed’ by the late S. B. 
Thomas for the establishment of an 
agricultural college in Sierra Leone, 
Africa. The establishment of the 
Imperial Agricultura] ‘College of 
India, at Pusa, is attributed to its 
initial endownment of $150,000 by an 
American, Henry Phipps, of Pitts- 
burgh. What is probably the largest 
bequest to agriculture yet recorded 
was recently announced at the death 
of Dr. S. N. Kolaceoskij, who left 
property valued at over $20,000,000 
for establishing an agrricultural 
academy in southern: Russia.—Causu- 
lon Reports.

~Trade between the United States 
and South America in the calendar 
year just ended was practically 300 
m'llion dollars in value, a total in 
excess of that of any earlier year. 
Our imports from South America 
still exceed our exports to that conti- 
nent, though the latter are rapidly 
gaining in the proportion which they 
form of the total trade. In 1900 
imports were valued at 103 million, 
exports at 41 million, exports thus 
being 29% of the total trade——Bureau 
of Statistics, Dept. of Commerce and 
Labor.

Coal now ranks seventh among the 
leading articles of exportation in the 
foreign commerce of the country. So 
far as ascertainable from the figures 
now available in- the Bureau of Sta- 
t’stics, the principle articles or groups 
of articles exported from the United 
States in the calendar year 1911 rank 
about as follows: cotton, about 500 
million dollars; iron and steel, about 
250 million dollars; meat and dairy 
products, 165 million; copper, about 
95° million; wood manufactures, about 


90 million, wheat and flour, about 90 
million, and coal, including coke, 55 
million dollars. Coal in the value of its 
exports exceeds such important artic- 


les as cottan manufactures, tobacco, 


leather, agricultural implements, corn, 
and cotton seed oil; while if we add 
to the exports of coal to foreign 
countries the value of that sold for 
use on vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade the total, 80 millilon dollars, 
would closely approach that of wheat 
and flour, wood manufactures, or cop- 
per.

DAVISDALE STOCK FARM 
CHESTER N. Y. 


Davisdale Farm nestles in among 
the rolling land of Orange County 
New Yory only a short distance from 
the towns of Chester, Gohen and 
Greycourt. It is a fertile farm and 
from the residence and farm buildings 
one can look out across the valley 
and see many farms with their fine 
herds of black and white cattle. The 
proprietor of Davisdale is Henry B. 
Davis, a young man full of energy 
and alive for the Black and Whites. 

With him and closely interested in 
his work live his mother and two’ 
sisters. They lend their helping 
hands and to visitors a generous wel- 
come is given. 

Mr. Davis’ father died leaving 
Harry just on the eve of being gradu- 
ated from their local high school. 
He had to leave and take up the 
active management of this Davisdale 
Farm. It was stocked with good 
common dairy cattle. Young Mr. Da- 
vis took little interest in these common 
cattle, and in 1904 he bought his first 
pure bred, De Kol Paul Empress, a 
four-year old. She was purchased of 
a neighbor cattle dealer who had been 
telling Mr. Davis of the fine animal 
that he had purchased up the state 
in a consignment sale for one hun- 
dred dollars. She dropped a fine 
heifer calf which he named Princess 
Vale Dekol. This launched Mr. 
Davis. in the business of breeding 
Holstein-Friesians. 

His next purchase was from the 
herd of H. D. Roe at the time that it 
was dispensed. Among those pur- 
chased were Brookside Silith Dekol 
a full sister to the famous Silith 
Pauline Dekol, and a daughter of 
(and the only one) of Silith Pauline 
Dekol.

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FARMERS’ WEEK AT CORNELL 
FEB. 19 TO 24 


The fifth annual Farmers’ Week at 
the New York State College of Agr- 
culture at Cornell University will be 
held Feb. 19 to 24. At this time per- 
sons interested in agriculture come to 
the college to hear lectures, and to 
take part in discussions, reports and 
demonstrations to the end that each 
may improve his understanding and 
practice in his particular problems. 

The program will be so arranged 
that a definite and connected line of 
work may, be followed, as, for example, 
lectures and demonstrations through- 
out the week on dairying, poultry- 
raising, fruit-growing, growing of 
general farm crops and the like; or 
one may devote his whole time for 
the week to the economic, social and

educational questions. There will be 
approximately 300 lectures, fifteen 
conferences and fifteen exhibits that 
will enable each person to come close 
to his particular problem. 

One of the best ways to make Farm- 
ers’ Week of lasting value to the com- 
munity is to follow the example of 
societies, such as the grange and read. 
ing-course clubs, which have sent dele- 
gates to Farmers’ Week. The organi- 
zations pay delegates’ expenses and 
instruct them to take careful notes 
and to report to the home organiza- 
tion at their meetings. This is a 
great help to the educational work 
of any organization. Such delegates 
may receive special help in the fur- 
therance of their plans by correspond- 
ence and on arrival at the college. 

The full program available Feb. 6 
covers a wide range of subjects touch- 
ing nearly every phase of country life 
problems.

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DENMARK A NATION OF FARMERS 
AND NO POVERTY 


It is always fatal to become con- 
ceited in connection with your work 
and the best remedy is to go and see 
what somebody else is doing. The past 
summer I visited a country of which 
you have heard a great deal, and I 
would like to make a very brief refer- 
ence to Denmark. When our bacon in- 
dustry began to show signs of in- 
activity, the Dominican Minister of 
Agrictulture appointed a commission 
of farmers to cross the sea and find 
out how the farmers in Denmark were 
carrying on their work, and we hope 
to have a report before long of what 
they learned. Denmark occupies al- 
together a little less than 10,000,000 
acres; less acerage than we have de- 
voted to crops and pasture in On- 
tario. The population is a little under 
two and a half million. In the year 
1864 it was a larger country than it 
is to-ady. A difference arose between 
Denmark and Prussia, and, as the out- 
come, Denmark lost two of its provin- 
ces. At once it was thrown back in 
the scale of development and the ques- 
tion was, What should be done? Here- 
tofore it had been a country growing 
grain for export. The politicians 
and business men, the teachers and 
preachers, and the farmers of Den- 
mark took up the question and they 
decided that if Denmark was to re- 
cover its lost ground they must change 
their style of agriculture. And they 
began at once to introduce new lines. 
The result has been that whereas, at 
that time they were producing a small 
excess quantity of grain, in recent 
years they have been sending out of 
the Kingdom of Denmark products 
to the amount of $100,000,000 annual- 
ly, and out of that $100,000,000, $90,- 
000,000 came direct from the farms, 
and no less than $80,000,000 goes 
across the North Sea to England. 
Just think what would happen to 
little Denmark if war were to break 


out between Germany and England! 
They are now shipping to England 
bacon, butter and eggs, instead of 
grain and live pigs to Germany. 

In the first place, the people of Den- 
mark decided that the prime necessity 
was general education. In Denmark 
they provide good public schools for 
their boys and girls; and more than 
that, they provide schools for the 


grown-up boys, the young men and 


young women, between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-six; and more 
than that, they provide special techni- 
cal education and have agricultural 
schools scattered all over the country. 
In these schools they are taught not 
only the rudiments of education as we 
know them in this country, but also 
the principles underlying their agri- 
cultural work. And also there is in- 
stilled into the young people of that 
country, right ideas of citizenship and 
loyalty. They gradually build up 
from the foundation of the people, a 
love for their own country and a de- 
termination to develop along agri- 
cultural lines. 

If you go to that country to-day, 
you do not find a nation of manu- 
facturers as you do in some other 
countries, but you will find a nation 
of farmers, an agricultural nation. 
well ‘educated, thrifty and intelligent, 
and with no poverty to be found in 
any part of the land. And not only 
is there no poverty, but there is no 
great concentrated wealth. There is 
an even distribution of the wealth of 
the country, which perhaps is un- 
known in any other country in the 
world. There are no great million- 
aires, a few wealthy’ people; but in 
no comparison with the wealthy peo- 
ple of Great Britain and the United 
States. Such wealth is entirely un- 
known in that country. Go from one 
end of it to another and you find a 
happy, contented, prosperous, law- 
abiding, home-loving people; a people 
whom it is a great delight to know 


and whose example this country might 
follow in many particulars.—From an 
address by C.'C. James, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture, at the Provin- 
cial Winter Fair. " 
AGRICULTURE IN SIBERIA 
The percentage of cultivated ‘land 
in the Priamur district, Siberia, is 
still very small, and the variety of 
crops is limited, wheat, oats, and buck- 
wheat being the principle ones. ' The 
principal agricultural centers are the 
neighborhood of Blagoveshtchensk 
and the-valley of the Zeia River, in 
the Amur Province, and in. the Us- 
suri district of the Maritime Province. 
Most of the agricultural ‘machinery 
used is of American manufacture, 
and recent active efforts at introduc- 
ing American plows promise satis- 
factory results, The production of 
the entire district is not. equal to the . 
local demand. Cattle raising is car- 
ried on only in connection with farm- 
ing, and the animals are of small 
size. In spite of prevailing high 
prices, little has been done to start 
the industry, -and the supply is not 
equal to the demand. There are a 
number of horse-breeding farms, sup- 
plying horses to the army. These 
horses are small in stature, but of 
great endurance. In 1909 there was 
imported into the Priamur district 
9,215 tons of beef, 934 tons of mut- 
tonfi 1,048 tons of pork, 31,152 head 
of cattle, 29 calves, 7,055 sheep, and 
25,256 hogs. In addition to this, 4,- 
000 tons of salted and canned meats 
and $100,000 worth of condensed 
milk are annually brought into Vlad- 
ivostok and Nikolaiefsk, mainly from 
the United States. Apiculture has 
attained some importance in the Mari- 
time Province the 1909 output being 
1,672,527 pounds of honey and 135,- 
709 pounds of wax. The price for 
honey was from 8 to 16 cents per 
pound and for wax from 30 to 38 
cents per pound.—Counsular Reports.

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Foreign Commerce of the United 
States 

A picture of the foreign commerce 
of the United States during the year 
just closing is presented by the 
Bureau of Statistics, Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

Imports for the 11 months ending 
with November, 1911, were valued 
at 1,392% million dollars, against 
1,429 million in the corresponding 
months of 1910... Of this total of 
1,392% million dollars worth of im- 
ports, 324% were manufactures 
ready for use, against 344% million 
in the same months of last year, a 
fall of 20 million dollars. This de- 
crease occurred chiefly in manu- 
factures of iron and steel, manu- 
factures of wood, and manufactures 
of silk. 


On the export side manufactures 
ready for consumption show for 11 
months a total of 584 million dollars, 
aga‘nst 494 million in a like period 
of last year, an increase of 90 mil- 
lio dollars. Manufactures for fur- 
ther use in manufacturing exported 
increased from 259 million dollars in 
11 months of 1910 to 293 million in 
the same months of the current year, 
a growth of 34 million dollars. 

Foodstuffs crude and those partly 
or wholly manufactured show in each 
case a marked increase in exports 
when compared with last year. Crude 
foodstuffs exported in the 11 months 
advanced from 79-2/3 million dollars 
in 1910 to 102-2/3 million, and those 
partly or wholly manufactured, from 
228 to 277 million. The crude food- 
stuffs exported are chiefly wheat, corn, 
oats, and food animals; those partly 
or wholly manufactured include flour, 
meats, dairy products, cotton seed oil, 


lard, and other articles of this char- 
acter.

We have our fads, all 
of us, and, while some good authori- 
ties say that the skin of a cow or 
rather what is called the handle of 
the hide, has nothing to do with other 
qualities, I certainly find this hard 
to believe. In my cows the good feed- 
ers have shiny hair and soft feeling 
skins. The same is true of horses as 
it is of cows. The cow or horse that 
assimilates the food well has the 
smooth handling. When I go over the 
herd if I find a cow looking rough, I 
know she is wrong and give her ex- 
tra feed of rich food to build her up 
into health—Mina E. Sherman, in 
California Cultivator.
